DIAMONDS FAILED. 


Prof. Crooke Thought He Could Make 


Them, lint Conld Not. 


Many ambitious alchemists have 


spent time and money in the effort to 
produce diamonds, but one, only one, 
has had the courage to come before an 
audience and show how it could be done. 


Prof. Crooke lectured at the EojaJ 


institute on diamonds. After an ex- 
hii'stnc tall', on then oiigin, he said:

He gii\e instructions TO his assistants, 
niid it "-eemed to bu the easiest thing in

What j on hai a to do, he ex- 


piauicd is to hquefj carbon, and then

So he placed some pure iron in a 


crucible, with a little charcoal 
for 


sugar, and put the crucible in an elec- 
tric furnace. The highest temperature 
which scientists can measure is 3,600 
degrees, -\\hich is SO 'times hotter than 
a sweltering summer's day. In that 
crucible the heat was bejond, the limit 
of accurate measure The switch voas 
turned, a blinding: flash of light filled 
the room, 'the apparatus became a hiss- 
ing, spitting, devil's caldron. The at- 
tendants «oie blue spectacles and 
g-lo^es Ladies, put up their fans to pro- 
tect their ejes from the terrific glare. 
The furnace spat out molten metal like 
the. sparks from n squib. The heat was 
kept in, or the room would have been 
unbearable.

cible has been in the furnace for five 
minutes. I shall take out the iron and 
plunge it in cold water. The outer skin

THE .NEVADA MISSION 


Tho Presiding Bishop at Next Annual 


Conference. 


The Rev. F. C. Lee has kindly 


furnished the JOTJBNAL with the follow- 
ing sketch of Bishop Newman, who 
will preside at the Conference called to 
meet in Reno on September 2nd : 


John Philip Newman, D. D., LL D., 


born in New York, September 1,1826. 
Converted at tho age of 1C, educated in 
common with several men distinguished 
in letters, arms, and fiusnco fit Ouze- 
novia Seminary, New York, admitted 
in 1848 to 
Uio Oneida Conference, 


transferred tj the Troy Conference in 
1855, and in 1858 to tho Nev. York, 
where he was stationed in Bedford 
Street Church, he steadily rose in pub- 
lic estimation for his remarkable pul- 
pit oratory snd pastoral efficiency. In 
1859 he travelled through Europe, 
spent a studious Winter in Rome, and 
made the tour of Egypt and Palestine. 
The fruits of observation and research 
were subsequently published in vol- 
umed form by Harper Bros, under the 
title of From Dan to Beersheba. After 
serving as pastor in Washington Square 
Church, New York, during 1862-3 he 
was commissioned by Bishop Ames to 
organize tho M. E. Church in the 
Gulf States. In Louisiana he originated 
an orphan asylum, a university, and 
the Southwestern Christian Aduocatc, and 
also underwent considerable danger 
from opponents of the new social and 
political forces in that locality. He 
served three terms as pastor of the 
Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal 


Church in Washington, where his cul- 
ture and eloquence always attracted 
crowds of the ablest people in the na- 
tion. From 1869 to 1873 he officiated 
as chaplain of the United States Sen- 
ate. Under an appointment of Presi- 
dent Grant he made an official tour of 
the world in 1873. This was followed 
by excellent results to the Consulates 
and other 
interests 
of the United 


Sta'tes. His commercial reports are 
said to have been rated at high value. 


From 1877 to 1880 he held pastoral 


oversight of the Central Church in 
New Yoik. Tho noble volume entitled 


Babylon and Nineveh," which pro- 


cured for him the honor of member- 
ship in the London Biblical ArchEeo- 
logical Society, was one of the pro- 
ducts of his latest tour. Corresponding 
Secretary of the New York Conference 
Education Society in 1880, and in the 
same year a member of the Methodist 
Ecumenical Conference in London, ho 
atti acted favorable attention in the 
latter relation by reading an excellent 
paper on "Scriptural Holiness." 


In the General Conference Dr. New- 


man repiesentod the Mississippi Con- 
ference in 1868, the Baltimore in 1876, 
and the New York in 1880. Returning 
to New York in the Fall of the latter 
year literary and other reasons in- 
duced mui 10 ienre trom the traveling 
ranks for a while.
